SANTA WILL ARRIVE ATOP OUR BUILDING 

Spotlights have been set up on the lawn at 
the Hamptons Subway building on Ponquogue 
Avenue in Hamptons Bays to shine on the roof 
deck four stories up on Christmas Eve. The

SNUBBING SHRUBBERY NOT A CRIME 

The Hamptons Police are hoping to capture 
the public’s attention as they seek to clarify the 
law regarding the treatment of shrubbery in cold 
weather in the Hamptons. Their recent public 
relations actions have been precipitated by what 
the police describe as an “onslaught” of calls 
from angry residents. “As the weather has gotten 
colder, our switchboard has been inundated,” 
says Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. 
“There’s a lot of misinformation out there.” 

Hirsch says that the callers seem convinced 


that it is illegal for property owners to leave 
their shrubbery unclothed during the winter 
months. “They call us with names and addresses 
of their neighbors who haven’t encased their 
shrubs with burlap. They seem to think that 
it’s unlawful to leave the shrubs exposed to the 
elements.” The police, says Hirsch, have found 
it difficult to convince the callers that it is in no 
way required by law that shrubbery be clothed. 
“The burlap wrapping that you see is just a choice 
some homeowners have made,” says Hirsch. 


“Until the law changes, we _ have 
no way of forcing anyone to wrap 
their shrubs.” 


Hirsch points out that the confusion could 
be the result of deliberate misinformation 
campaigns being waged by lawn care companies 
seeking to trick homeowners into contracting 
for expensive and unnecessary services. “There 
appears to be a lot of ‘fake news’ out there 
about preventing cruelty to ornamental trees and 
bushes,” notes Hirsch. “If the goal is to generate 
a mistaken impression that shrubbery wrapping 
is mandatory, it’s working. But, just to be very 
clear, you don’t have to do it. And it’s certainly 


not police business whether you do or don’t.” 

The police’s public relations initiative has upset 
some members of the community, who decry what 
they see as a cavalier attitude toward shrubbery. 
Hazel Wilkinson, of the East Hampton Bush 
Lovers League (BLL), confronted Hirsch at a 
recent talkback. “Who are we to say that trees and 
bushes can’t feel cold and pain?” Wilkinson asked 
Hirsch. “We think it’s a disgrace and shameful 
when we see so many small, defenseless living 
things just left to freeze in the snow and ice. They 
get blown about, they're weighed down by heavy 
snow. And then, if they lose their desirable shapes 
because of it, nine times out of 10 the homeowner 
will just cut them down in the spring like so much 
brush. If there isn’t a law against that, there damn 
well ought to be!” 

Wilkinson says that the BLL is planning to 
lobby local governments to require the wrapping 
of shrubs. Until then, she is trying to appeal to 
the holiday spirit: “It’s the season—remember 
the bushes!” a

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down Stephen Hand’s Path and then 
along the Montauk Highway. They 
did call it a highway then, though it 
was just a big dirt track, and soon we 
had gone through Southampton and 
Westhampton Beach and Patchogue 
and all the way to the west end of the 
island, and then we stopped.

STUNNING NEW FARM ASSEMBLED FROM OLD BUILDINGS, AND A STUNNING NEW HOME MEANT T0 EVOKE AN 
OLD BARN. HAMPTONS REAL ESTATE MADE HEADLINES IN THE POLITICAL NEWS CYCLE, WHILE THE NORTH 
FORK SAW THE HIGHEST RESIDENTIAL SALE IN A DECADE. HERE'S TO THE YEAR THAT WAS... . 
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The lovely house and beautiful property with the lousy location finally sold this year after a whopping 70 years on and off the market. The beautiful c. 1919 
estate includes a 20,000 square foot principal residence; there’s also a gatehouse, guest house, carriage house, tennis and pool. The house, which used to be a 
retreat for nuns, was purchased back in 2005 by Nine West founder Vince Camuto and wife for $35 million. Then the Camutos put the house and the 15-acre 
spread through six years of total renovation. 

The Camutos were asking $100 million (a price “open to discussion”) back in 2008. Other asking prices have been $85 million, or $67 million, or $50 million 
with only seven acres included, all with different agents and agencies. With a last asking price of $72 million, in February, two individual buyers paid a total of 
about $49 million for the place. One buyer purchased the house and 11 acres for $36 million, and another buyer purchased the remaining four acres for about 
$13 million. 

Why did it take so long? The estate is right on Montauk Highway in the spot with the worst traffic in the Hamptons. For the kind of money asked for the 
property, a buyer could get oceanfront. It was going to take a special buyer to fall in love and fork out with the cash, so of course it took a long time. Well done.

Cavett told Behind the Hedges last year, “There are bigger houses, and houses with more bells and whistles. But there is not a more magical place in all the 
world.” We tend to agree—whatever it’s named.

The three acres of Narrow Lane Farm were once a potato field. Now, a total of 10 buildings are on the property, along with a fruit orchard and private vineyard. 
The “Marconi barn,” the first telegraph station on Long Island, is now the pool house. There are five barns in all, as well as a main house, a restored 1920s 
farmhouse, a two-car barn style garage with an apartment and sunken terrace with hot tub. Two of the barns are built for entertaining, while there’s also plenty 
of room for horses and a space for grooms as well. 

Considering how beautifully everything was redone, it’s no wonder that the farm sold within weeks for almost full price, which was $12.5 million. Well done to 
horse-loving agent Dana Trotter and the Gaynors, who donated part of the proceeds to a horse rescue.

property is only worth what someone else is willing to pay for it, so we admire agents who coax reluctant owners into cutting an unrealistic asking price. 

The property, which consists of two parcels right on Georgica Pond with ocean views, first came to market in 2015 asking $45 million. Of course that’s a 
huge price for non-oceanfront, even given the generous size of seven acres. (We're ignoring an early 2017 listing of the property asking $85 million, which 
would have included a new mansion to be built by Jeffrey Colle and designed by Steven Gambrel.) Part of the house, built in 1994 by Wall Street titan 
Carl Tiedemann, comes from ac. 1520 barn from Hever Castle in England, home of the Boleyn family. The old beams still bear 1 6th-century adze marks. Very 
interesting, but still, the price was simply too high. 

Schiaffino got the property sold this year for $24 million, a discount of $21 million over the original. Realistic wins the day. Congrats to all.

buildings er Bie. In September, the Blue Duck Bakery in Scumeaiee lost its lease and Bay Burger in an Harbor closed, with the building put up for sale. The 
Old Stove Pub in Bridgehampton also closed, after more than 50 years, and the building is for sale. 

Starr Boggs, in Westhampton Beach, sometimes called the best restaurant in the Hamptons, was put up for sale asking $4 million. Also in Westhampton Beach, 
the Beach Bakery Grand Cafe is now available for sale for the first time in 30 years. The business is available turnkey for $5.75 million. 

Silver's, the iconic lunch-only Main Street, Southampton, restaurant, was set to close by the end of the year, after 95 years in family hands, but the owner’s son 
decided to take it over. Also in Southampton, La Parmigiana on Hampton Road has had its building listed for the past year, currently asking $5.3 million —$1.5 
million down since initial ask. For $2.65 million, a budding restaurateur could scoop up 75 Jobs Lane. The 60 seat restaurant, currently called Le Chef, is right 
across from Agawam Park. 

The iconic Murf’s Tavern, on Division Street in Sag Harbor, has been in business more than 50 years. The 1792 building is currently in contract at $3.5 million. 

In Napeague, which is Native American for “Restaurant Available for Longterm Lease,” the site of Cyril’s lies empty. Want to start it back up again? Just $1.4 
million purchases the 0.55 acres of land as well as a 1,050 square foot building. 

While we're sad to see many old favorites go, we'll be interested to see what takes their places. Continued on next page

af oday, the 17-room house is a mishmash 

of styles, from Greek Revival to Colonial 

to Colonial Revival. A one-story gabled barn 

is attached at the rear, and Doric pilasters, a 
balustrade on the roof and a cupola decorate the 
exterior. 

The history of the property begins in 1648, just 
eight years after Puritans landed in Southampton 
from Connecticut. William Rogers (1606-1667) 
was allotted about nine acres by the Southampton 
Town proprietors when the second settlement, now 
the village, was laid out. Rogers, who was raised in 
England, moved to Connecticut before 1640, and 
was known to have been in Southampton before 
1644. Rogers owned large amounts of property 
in Southampton, but he was also involved with 
settling of the town of Huntington. 

By 1655, his son Obadiah Rogers lived in the 
house on this land; William having probably 
moved with the rest of his family to Huntington. 

It is unknown exactly what form the house took, 
but it was likely a two-story saltbox. Obadiah also 
seems to have been a wealthy and respected man; 
at various times he held official positions such as 
Constable, Overseer, and Juror. (New York colony 
insisted that citizens had a right to a trial by jury 

at the time, but jurors had to be white men who 
owned property.) 

After Obadiah’s death, Obadiah Junior inherited, 
and after him, Obadiah III was the owner. Capt. 
Obadiah Rogers (1699-1783) was Town Clerk 
of Southampton for several years, as well as 
Trustee, Overseer of the Poor, and Fence Viewer. 
Don’t laugh—in a farming town, the person 
who made sure fences (often hedges) were on 
the right boundaries was very important. In fact, 
Southampton up till about Revolutionary times was 
heavily bordered with privet hedges; many of them 
were cut down then because it was thought the 
smell of their flowers made people consumptive. 

Obadiah had the title of captain for serving in the 
Revolutionary War—on the wrong side! He was 
captain of the English schooner Britannia, which 
was captured in 1777 by a sloop portentiously 
named America. He was also a whaling captain 
who hired Shinnecocks to work his ships. 

Obadiah III's son, Captain Zephaniah Rogers 
(1742-1796), also served in the Revolutionary War, 
for the American side. He is listed as a minuteman 
in the First Regiment of Suffolk County. Zephaniah 
was also a whaling captain and a merchant. 

(In case you’re wondering, Obadiah III had no 
children called Obadiah.) 

Zephaniah, who had six children, enlarged the 
Rogers house around 1780. Much of the back 
of the house today bears unmistakable signs 
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Obadiah Rogers was 


captain of the English 


schooner Britannia, which 


was captured in 1777 
by a sloop portentiously 


named America. 
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Dressed for Christmas, the mansion is still redolent of the past 


(framing, windows) of late-1 700s construction. 

Zephaniah’s son Herrick married a member of the Rose family. He too was a 
merchant and a whaler; in 1807 he expanded the family’s wealth by buying 
15 more acres at Old Town. 

In 1842, Herrick’s son Captain Albert Rogers inherited the property, the sixth 
generation of the family to own it. Albert was a whaler and a very successful 
one; for most of nine years he was away whaling. He made a great deal of 
money from the lucrative trade, and it’s he who enlarged and revamped the 
house in the fashionable Greek Revival style in 1843. Generally speaking, 
when you see a Greek Revival house in the Hamptons, the money to build or 
renovate was made via whaling. 

Unfortunately for Albert, the whales got him in the end. He no longer went to 
sea to whale, but he did “protect” Southampton from whales locally. (People 
in the 1840s and 1850s saw whales as malevolent beasts.) In 1854, Albert 
harpooned a whale off Southampton; the whale smashed into the boat and 
injured Albert’s leg with its tail. He died of gangrene several weeks later. 

Albert left his property to his second wife, Cordelia Rogers. (Interestingly, 
staff today at the mansion have experienced odd, possibly supernatural 
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phenomena, and it’s assumed that the ghost is either Cordelia or her sister 
Mary, Albert’s first wife.) The Rogers children were young at the time of their 
father’s death, but they gradually moved away when they grew up. Captain 
Jetur Rogers, the middle child, went to live in what is known now as the Fairfield 
Porter house in Southampton, while the daughter and other son moved to 
Wisconsin. Cordelia herself moved to Wisconsin in 1871. The house appears 
to have been left empty until her death in 1887. In between 1871 and 1887 
Cordelia sold much of the land, which eventually dwindled to just 1.71 acres. 

Cordelia left her property to her three children equally: they sold the house to 
Dr. John Nugent for $12,000 in 1889. 

Nugent was the son of Irish immigrants who was born in Riverhead. Though 
a medical doctor, he also partnered with Southampton native Lemuel Wick in 
a drug store called Wick & Nugent on Jobs Lane. Sadly, the partnership only 
lasted about a year, because Wick was also illegally selling liquor without a 
license on the side. Nugent eventually became the chief doctor and coroner of 
Southampton. 

Nugent added on to the house and remodeled it somewhat into a 


fashionable Southampton mansion. He Continued on next page

added dormers, a full-width porch to the facade, and a gable to the 1780s 
part, as well as bay windows. Presumably the older parts of the house had tiny 
Colonial windows, no longer in fashion. After that, the house was now a trophy 
and a landmark in Southampton. Nugent was persuaded to sell by none other 
than Southampton luminary Samuel Parrish (1849-1932). 

Parrish was a wealthy lawyer who originally used the property as a summer 
house. He is one of the founders of the Shinnecock Hills Golf Club, helped 
establish the Shinnecock Hills Summer School of Art along with William Merritt 
Chase, and built the Parrish Art Museum in 1897 to house his personal art 


collection. He also helped found the Rogers Library and Southampton Hospital. 


Parrish’s favorite architectural firm was McKim, Mead & White. He had the 
firm design a summer house for his mother, the clubhouse for the Shinnecock 
Golf Club, and the house and studio of William Merritt Chase. So naturally 
he turned to the company when he decided to remodel the Rogers Mansion, 
although it is uncertain today which changes were made by the firm and 
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which possibly by the firm’s former apprentice, architect Grosvenor Atterbury. 

Parrish almost doubled the size of the house, adding a music room, a billiard 
room, additional bedrooms and a powder room. In 1926, he moved the house 
one hundred feet back from Main Street to its present site with the entrance 
on Meeting House Lane. 

Parrish’s heirs owned the house until 1943 when the Village of Southampton 
purchased it for $4,000. In 1952 the Southampton Colonial Society (known 
now as the Southampton Historical Museum) began leasing the house and 
grounds, just as they do today. Visitors to the museum can see many artifacts 
of previous owners, including whaling souvenirs from Asia, a fire insurance 
policy document purchased by Captain Albert Rogers in 1840, one of Dr 
Nugent’s old prescription pads, and Parrish’s walnut piano. Today, the Rogers 
Mansion displays 300 years of Southampton history—and lives well lived—in 
one house.

DEREYK PATTERSON, DP KNIVES, FINE CUTLERY 


N oO matter how successful one might be with a given craft or trade, 

the siren song of exciting new endeavors is often impossible to resist. 

So it was with East Hampton custom cabinetry and furniture maker Dereyk 
Patterson, who recently followed his passion to begin creating fine knives at 
his East Hampton studio.

With visually striking, razor-sharp blades and handles built from a wide array 
of exotic materials, his handcrafted selection of DP Knives is carving a unique 
niche in the world of high-end cutlery. Each is an exquisitely functional work 
of art that stands out among the comparatively humdrum Henckels, Globals 
and Wusthofs one might find in a typically well-appointed East End kitchen. 

“T actually started making the knives because I was bored and I needed a 
hobby, and it couldn’t be woodworking,’ Patterson says, explaining how he 
went from building tables and chairs for 25 years to the cutting utensils now 
commanding attention from thousands of admirers locally and abroad. 

Despite falling in love with the Hamptons after moving here with his wife, 
Paige St. John, from Western Massachusetts about a decade ago, and 
building a very lucrative business, Patterson says he’s grown increasingly 
disillusioned with the oversaturated furniture and custom cabinetry market. 
Meanwhile, making knives is a steadfastly joyful enterprise. 

“Custom furniture is a tough gig,” he admits, pointing out how the internet 
changed his business, making so much available—even if the quality is 
inferior—with the click of a mouse. “There are so many makers out there.” 

Inspiration struck back in the summer of 2017 after Patterson “went down 
a rabbit hole” exploring custom knives on Instagram and decided he'd put 
his skills to the test. He completed his first knife that August and found he not 
only he had a talent for it, but fortunately others were also applauding the 


fruits of his labor. Continued on page 28

“I’m excited to go to work again,” he says, describing a feeling of being “reen- 
ergized” by this new challenge. “It’s really cool.” 

Since presenting his knives to the world on Instagram, Patterson’s @dpknives 
account has gained more than 5,000 followers—all waiting to see what he 
produces next. 

While Patterson has a small forge and the knowhow to use it, he chooses to 
skip that step and turn to more adept makers for expertly made stainless steel 
Damascus bars, usually comprising up to 400 layers of three different alloys. 
He then spends hours shaping, polishing and chemically treating the metal to 
reveal the layers in a seemingly endless multitude of delicate patterns. 

“I could forge my own Damascus but it would be carbon,” Patterson says. “I 
don’t want carbon—stainless Damascus is a whole thing,” he continues, 
explaining how his suppliers fuse an SG2 core with alternating layers of stain- 
less steel and nickel as dictated by his specifications. “They’re just sorcerers.” 

Patterson applies his own magic to the process by revealing the patterned 
layers of metal, first grinding the mostly Japanese-style blades, and then 
through acid etching. “Each layer reacts differently [to the acid],” he says. “One 
may go dark, one may go light gray.” 

These patterns take on many forms, featuring everything from wavy, psyche- 
delic designs to thousands of interconnected cell shapes, to complex, op-art- 
like lines—some of them rigid, and others organic and curved. Patterson uses

the layers and patterns to define his signature style, many times juxtaposing 
the busy motifs with plain fields of dark or light steel as negative space. 

The results are as confounding as they are sublime. Adding shaped handles 
made from rare and sometimes ancient materials doubles the impact. 

Never heavy, the handles balance Patterson’s blades with exotic components 
such as Tasmanian blackwood, ironwood from New Mexico and Arizona, ma- 
ple burl, birdseye maple, local cherry burl from Springs, horn, faux ivory, vintage 
micarta, carbon fiber and black bog-oak reclaimed from European swamps 
where it remained preserved beneath permafrost over four millennia. He even 
has a 10,000-year-old wooly mammoth tooth awaiting just the right piece. All 
of them are stabilized, usually sealed and finished with resin or lacquer for a 
perfect grip. 

Now Patterson's knives are in high demand from chefs, collectors, and even 
celebrity clientele. He mostly markets them via Instagram, and is currently 
working through backorders to meet demand. “I’m kind of at the point now 
where I could do this full time,” he says, though cabinetry remains his bread 
and butter. 

Patterson explains that his knives are available in several styles, including 
chef/utility knives, paring knives, slicers and santokus. But, he adds, “Each one is 
one of a kind.”

Frederico Azevedo, founder of Unlimited Earth Care, has lived in the Hamptons since the 1990s and has the quintessential East End life. 
Though he’s a world traveler, Azevedo always returns to his North Haven home for what he calls a “very special kind of country life.” 


BIAS What do you love most about living in the Hamptons? 

I think the Hamptons is the best place to live. There’s no better place 
in the whole world. I travel a lot, and I never see anywhere else like the 
Hamptons. What I like so much is we have all different kinds of landscaping; 
different kinds of areas, woods, farms, we have the beaches, so we have in the 
same place like three different environments. And in the Hamptons you meet 
the best clientele; they're very literate and very well-traveled so they always 
[think about] what’s going to happen in the future. 


What are some outdoor places in the Hamptons you love? 

[love the beaches because they are so big; they are large, expansive 
beaches. I love the small villages that are off the highways, like Sag Harbor and 
Southampton. And there’s constant contact with nature. It’s a very special 
kind of country life. 


_ What’s unique about landscape design in the Hamptons? 
Well, we have many different challenges in the Hamptons. We have 
environmental challenges, the weather, the four very distinctive seasons. In 


the winter you have to have some structure, so the landscape doesn’t look 
naked but looks warm, and so you always have to include elements such as 
evergreens to create that presence during the winter months. Then we have 
the spring, where we can work a variety of bulbs, then comes the summer—we 
have it be more elaborate. The change of seasons has to be thought about 
because you have to create ideas for each different season to always have 
some attraction in the landscaping year-round. The other thing is, we have 
animals like the deer and wild turkeys, we have natural predators, we cannot 
ignore them. And we have a sensitive environment, so we should basically 
balance all the landscape designs with native plants.

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aureen’s Haven Homeless Outreach’s new 

Executive Director, Dan O’Shea, hit the 
ground running last April and notes that 2018 
was “a busy year,” which makes him a model of 
understatement. Maureen’s Haven is not one 
place, but it’s “home” to our area homeless. It’s 
made up of a makeshift, beautiful patchwork of 
professionals and volunteers across. both forks 
of the East End. Maureen’s mission to provide 
support services and emergency housing to the 
homeless community on the East End means 
that, during the winter months, 18 host sites 
staffed by 30 volunteer organizations welcome 
our homeless to a hot, home-cooked meal, a 
shower and a clean, safe bed for the night. They 
then see their guests off with breakfast and a 
packed lunch the next day, and they do this five 
days a week. The remaining two days find many 
of our homeless staying overnight at John’s Place 
in Mattituck, which is run by the Mattituck 
Presbyterian Church. 

Founded in 2002, the nonprofit is named for 
Sister Maureen Michael, a Dominican Sister, 
who tried to set up a similar program decades 
ago but could not find congregations willing 
to participate. The current iteration began in 
response to founding board members witnessing 
homeless people sleeping in the woods and at a 
local train station. As O’Shea says, “We have a 
supportive board that truly believe and care about 
the homeless.” 

O’Shea came into his position with a fire in

his belly to “increase community 
relations, increase fundraising, 
realize better social media, to 
be more of an overall presence.” 
And he’s well on his way. He now 
issues weekly, detailed emails 
to all of the site and volunteer 
coordinators because, as he says, 
“it’s all about communication.” 
He’s “meeting more volunteers 
and coordinators to review 
strengths and weaknesses, 
toward improving efficiencies 
and becoming moresustainable.” 

Their winter shelter season 
is “an all-hands-on-deck effort” 
according to O’Shea that, in the 
past, has run from November 
through March. O’Shea has 
officially extended it to run 
through April in 2019. 

When O’Shea comes into the Dan’s Papers 
Southampton offices for an interview, he’s just 
completed a marathon. He says, “I visited all our 
host sites on their first nights to thank them and 
to get to know them.” So his emphasis on the 
fact that being homeless is fatiguing is palpably 
empathetic. As he says, “It’s exhausting! Imagine 
carrying all of your belongings, walking outdoors, 
always sleeping with one eye open.” 

O’Shea stresses the difference between “shelter” 
and “housing.” Chronically homeless individuals 
are continually homeless for three years or 
more. This may include periods of incarceration,

hospitalization and temporary 
housing. It’s not uncommon 
for homeless people to seek 
housing in a prison or hospital. 
Some people are so desperate 
for food, clothing and security 
that they may break a law or 
injure themselves in order to 
get off of the street. Here’s 
something more to chew on: 
Many food pantries are not 
equipped to help the homeless. 
People who don’t have access 
to a kitchen can’t prepare 
meals. And homeless people 
don’t have addresses, which 
some food pantries require for 
registration. 

Just imagine trying to sleep 

on a cot alongside a bunch of 
strangers in a church basement. Now imagine 
trying to sleep without that cot, alone, without 
shelter or a hot dinner night after night after 
night. Imagine never having a clean pair of socks, 
or underwear. Imagine being worried about 
what you'll find to eat today, but at the moment 
you desperately need a place to relieve yourself. 
And maybe you're hearing loud voices that no 
one else does. 

When asked what East Enders might find 
most surprising about the homeless population 
out here, O’Shea replies, “that there is one, 
and it’s fairly sizeable.” Estimates are that 
each village has six to twelve homeless citizens 
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at any given time. The number goes down in 
the warmer months when there’s more 
employment available. 

Needy people are not always grateful or 
pleasant, or even making a lot of sense when you 
help them. O’Shea says “Mental illness leads to 
very low trust factors; we have to show that we’re 
truly working on their behalf. Trust goes a LONG 
way.” O’Shea characterizes Maureen’s clients as 
people who are in need of “a little extra support 
to get back on their feet.” He points out that “so 
many just miss an appointment which leads to 
them being sanctioned, cut off from Department 
of Social Services (DSS)-funded programs for 15, 
30, 60 or 90 days.” 

O’Shea and his staff research what clients 
currently need most, from access to counseling, 
medical attention, Medicaid, employment, 
footwear, or a bus ticket. He was delighted 
to share two recent success stories—Sarah 
and Herb. 

Sarah “is a real sweetheart,” over 60 years 
old and originally from North Carolina. When 
she came to Maureen’s she was shut out of 
DSS programs, sanctioned due to a missed 
appointment. In addition to providing Sarah 
with temporary shelter and support, Maureen’s 
helped her visit her sister in North Carolina over 
the Thanksgiving holiday. She reconnected and is 
poised to move back into an apartment there, but 
has returned for a few court dates in New York. 
_O’Shea says proudly, “She’s taking care of her 
business, she’s doing what she needs to do. We’re 
so happy for her.” 

After years on the waiting list for a Section 
8 apartment, Herb got the call. A hoarder, he 


was reluctant to accept the housing. O’Shea 
and his staff took Herb to visit the apartment 
and persuaded him to take it. At press time, Herb 
had remained settled in his apartment for well 
over a month. 

Who’s homeless on the East End these days and 
nights? O’Shea notes, “Our population might not 
be who you think it would be,” but like the general 
population, it’s growing older. About 30% of our 
homeless are over 55 years of age; 20-25% are 
female; racially, the makeup is equally divided 
between white, Latino and African American 
guests, with a small demographic of Asians and 
Native Americans. 

O’Shea strives to look beyond shelter, to 
ultimately focus on reintegration programs. 
He endeavors to reestablish relationships and 
explore innovative and cost-effective approaches 
that could be undertaken in conjunction with 
area animal shelters and art programs through 
internships and scholarships. He’s_ seeking 
“tremendous outcomes.” 

O’Shea says that Maureen’s, with its limited 
staff and resources, has done an outstanding job 
with side support services and case management. 
“Through year-round case management, we’ve 
connected clients to services for housing, addiction, 
and mental healthcare.” 

As a grassroots organization, Maureen’s is 
always in need of donations and support—they 
receive less than 20% of their funding from the 
government. O’Shea points out that, though 
Maureen’s is always stretching to do more to 
combat homelessness itself, it’s critical for any 
group or volunteer to have an achievable goal 
on the horizon. Right now, for example, they 


really need a van driver 3-4 days a week. O’Shea 
asks, “Are there things you think you can do?” 
Recently a local organization raised $2,000 for 
the purchase of new sneakers for guests, which 
O’Shea characterizes as “HUGE!” And he adds that 
“Boots, for example, give a goal. New medications 
are expensive.”

O’Shea says, “My vision for 2019 is to have a 
greater role, more outreach to librarians, deli 
clerks, law enforcement, to get them to know and 
trust us.” 

Though Maureen’s works year-round, at this 
time of year especially, O'Shea says that his 
work and the volunteers’ work “crosses over to 
a spiritual end. It’s so important to them as a 
church, as a temple, to really give back, a little 
deeper, further. Following a true sense of mission 
to provide fellowship to the needy is near and 
dear to them.” 

O’Shea describes his experience of this shared 
mission as “extremely inspiring, very humbling. 
I have a lot of people doing a lot of good. It all 
comes back to compassion and funding, and 
awareness.” Bi.

orth Fork Chocolate 

Company co-founder and 
Executive Chef Steven Amaral is 
an artist. Not only does he paint 
abstract works in acrylic and oil, 
but he also. carefully crafts 
countless artworks every day in his 
preferred—and_ delicious—medium: 
chocolate. And _ his _ first-ever 
Winter Wonderland, ondisplaythrough 
the end of the year, may be his finest 
masterpiece yet. 

The idea came to Amaral when the 
spacious foyer leading to the 
Aquebogue chocolate shop’s art 
gallery happened to catch his eye 
one day, filling him with the desire 
to use the space for an elaborate 
holiday display akin to the ones he 
helped create during his days as a 
corporate chef. He remembers thinking, “It would 
be so cool, especially for the kids who come in, to be 
able to have something that was like, ‘Wow!’— 
something that was inspiring and awesome and all 
chocolate.” He set out to make it. After nearly 40 hours 
of hand-rolling chocolate and filling molds, he and his 
assistant Ashley Geyer achieved the wow factor he was 
looking for. 

The detailed display is populated by 
snowmen, Santas, reindeer, Christmas trees and 
houses handmade with chocolate and sweets of 
every sort. The cheery snowmen, for instance, 
are made with white chocolate, coconut shavings 
and Rice Krispies treats. Just outside the Christmas 


village is the quiet town of Bethlehem, featuring 
a lovingly recreated nativity scene of dark and 
milk chocolate. 

There are duplicates of just about everything— 
packaged and ready to be enjoyed. So don't 
worry about picking apart the Winter Wonderland or 


the nativity scene. The only exceptions are the delicately | 


hand-rolled and _ carved 
cabin and_ nativity stable, 
painstakingly reproduced. 
North Fork Chocolate Company also crafts 
bonbons, chocolate bark and hot chocolate, which 
Amaral makes from Belgian chocolate shavings.

Community Supported Aguculture: A Winter's Tale 


riting a regional cookbook makes you 

think hard about what’s in season and 
when. After eight years working at the Sag 
Harbor Farmers Market I thought I had it 
down. I'd even taken notes and photos, but 
nature always has some surprises in store. 

My family joined the winter share program 
at Quail Hill Farm in Amagansett this year for 
the first time. It begins in mid-November. So 
it’s the lesser-known sister of their popular 
summer C.S.A. (Community Supported 
Agriculture), aka “the pretty one.” Quail Hill 
in summer is all about organic tomatoes and 
peppers and other brightly colored things. 

For our winter share, we show up at 
their workshop every other Saturday with 
well-worn tote bags in hand. There’s a big 
chalkboard set up along one wall that lists 
that week’s produce selection and how much 
of each fruit or vegetable each shareholder 
is to take. The selection and amounts vary 
somewhat, but it’s always a lot of food and generally 
includes a mix of beets, carrots, dried beans, dried 
peppers, garlic, greens like collards or kale, leeks, 
onions, parsnips, potatoes, rutabaga, sage, squash, 
sweet potatoes, turnips and wheat berries, as well 
as fresh-cut tender greens and herbs from the nearby 
greenhouse. You take your own scissors and head 
to the greenhouse to trim out your share. The 
greenhouse is located down the hill, next to a very 
active chicken coop. 

Though they grow here year-round, kales are much 
tastier after a hard frost, like all of the cruciferous 
vegetables are. Crucifers include: arugula, bok choy,

broccoli, Brussels sprouts, cabbage, cauliflower, 
chards, kale, radish, rapini, rutabaga, spinach, turnip 
and watercress. Also, root vegetables, including beets, 
carrots, onions, parsnips and leeks, are sweeter after a 
hard frost because, in order to survive in the cold (to 
not freeze), some of their starches turn to sugars. 

With our first pick-up I made up a wheat berry- 
vegetable soup recipe. Our second pick-up led to the 
delicious development of a black bean soup, heavy with 
those sweet carrots. 

Quail Hill is a very special place—and very 
productive. Its C.S.A. is the oldest in New York State. 
Farmers and volunteers work 35 acres, growing more

than 500 varieties of vegetables, herbs and 
flowers to supply over 250 families. The farm 
also sells at area farmers markets and directly 
to restaurants, and it donates produce to local 
food pantries. 

Farmer, poet, and pioneer of the community 
farming movement, Quail Hill’s Scott Chaskey 
oversees an advanced apprenticeship 
program. Over 90% of the farmers he and his 
team have mentored in the past six years are 
currently working in farming or elsewhere 
in the food system. That’s an impressive 
number in our modern world where less than 
2% of Americans are employed in agriculture. 
Founded as an agrarian society, our path 
has strayed toward Big Ag subsidized by our 
government and propelled by fossil fuel. 

As a part of the Peconic Land Trust, Quail 
Hill offers educational programs and works 
to continue providing a refuge to wildlife, like 

the nine-spotted ladybug, eastern bluebirds 
and monarch butterflies. 

This whole scene takes me back to my rural roots, 
but mainly to roots. So many root vegetables. One 
begins to view any food not fully encrusted in dirt, such 
as squash or Brussels sprouts, as quite exotic. But it’s 
all good. What surprised me most was how well these 
vegetables keep in a cool, dark place like my home’s 
foyer. This is how our ancestors survived winter in the 
Hamptons—deliciously.

A Lifetime of Toy Tucks at Twin Forks Moving & Storage 


CHRISTOPHER DENON OF TWIN FORKS MOVING & STORAGE 


win Forks Moving & Storage owner Christopher 
Denon is mad for Hess Toy Trucks. The 
Bridgehampton businessman spent more than two 
decades collecting the annual Christmas toy—buying 
each year’s release and poring over eBay in search of 
older models—until finally achieving a complete set 
going back to 1964. 
“T had them as a kid, and when my kids were 
- born in 1995, I started buying them,” Denon says 
of the collection at his Bridgehampton office. “It 
was always at the office,” he adds, noting that the 
Hess trucks were originally displayed on a series of 
shelves, but it became untenable as their number grew. 
Eventually, Denon installed a custom perimeter shelf 
to accommodate his treasures. 
Surrounding his front office, and currently lined with 
Christmas lights and garland, the shelf is a timeline

chronicling the history and evolution of the iconic Hess 
Toy Truck. A second tier shows off 23 Hess Miniature 
Trucks, or “Minis”—tiny scale replicas of their larger 
counterparts—released between 1998 and 2018. 

The main shelf begins with the original, 
1964-65 green and white tank trailer and winds 
through more than five decades of changing trends, 
from realistic 18-wheelers, old fashioned classics 
and fire trucks to more fanciful designs featuring 
removable jet planes, race cars, motorcycles and even a 
space shuttle. Most have working lights or some other 
action feature, like pullback motors, opening doors or 
extending ladders. 

“They ve got helicopters, they ve got planes—they’ve 
got everything in the back of a Hess truck,” Denon says, 
lighting up as he talks about his obsession. “This year 
they went back to the motorcycle and the dune buggy,” 
he adds, describing the 2018 Hess RV, which holds 
two smaller vehicles and boasts 73 lights—the most 
ever on a Hess Toy Truck. The new release is already 
sold out online at hesstoytruck.com, and Denon says 
it’s very difficult to find them for sale anywhere else 
since Hess was acquired by Speedway and closed their 
stations in 2015. 

“There are a few Hess stations that are still 
around; mom and pops that couldn’t be purchased by 
Speedway,” Denon says. “Other than that, you've got to 
buy them online.” 

Of course buying online is de rigueur for serious 
collectors. Without eBay, Denon’s collection would 
have required much more legwork to complete. 
While he fondly remembers Hess Toy Trucks from 
his childhood, they were long gone by the time he 
started collecting as an adult. “I bought them all back

on eBay,” he says, “in reverse,” from 1994 back to the 
beginning. Each truck cost Denon between $75 and 
$150 in its original box. 

“In 1964 I was five years old,” he points out, 
explaining that the first Hess Toy Truck came with 
a red funnel kids could use to fill the gas trailer with 
water. That original model, dated 1964-65, and The 
Hess Voyager—a red, black and white tanker ship 
released the following year—were the last, Holy Grail 
pieces in Denon’s collection. He finally pulled the 
trigger and acquired each for the low price of $800. 

Though he paid a hefty sum, Denon says it 
was actually a rare bargain. “The boat that sold for 
$1.69 [in 1966]—they’re selling for 28-hundred bucks 
on eBay,” he says. Besides, he had every other Hess 
Toy Truck in the line. How could he not complete the 
set? “That’s the thing that made me go forward with it,” 
Denon continues. 

“They were great toys, man,” he says, adding later, 
“But I’m running out of shelf space.” ga

very once in a while, a book hits shelves that 
defines an era, a movement or generation and 
presents a general paradigm shift that changes 
everything moving forward. On a microcosmic 
level, Southampton art and furniture dealer Todd 
Merrill’s 2008 tome Modern Americana: Studio 
Furniture from High Craft to High Glam did 
just that for the world of 20th century studio 
furniture design and its most vaunted makers 
from 1940 to the late 1990s. The beautifully 
illustrated and well-researched book was the first 
authoritative examination of these particular 
designers—men who controlled their creative 
process and aesthetic vision from start to finish— 
and it resurrected many names that may have 
otherwise been lost to time. 
An instant hit, Modern Americana sold out 
quickly, with copies soon fetching large sums 
in the aftermarket. Now, a decade later, Rizzoli 


ines “Modern Ameucana’ After 10 Yeats 


has published a brand new 10th anniversary AUTHOR AND GALLERIST TODD MERRILL 


edition that delves deeper and expands greatly 
upon the original, adding 60 new pages and nearly 
doubling the number of featured makers. Along with 
updates to all the original chapters, the weighty new 
volume includes chapters on Women Makers and The 
Showrooms to further broaden its scope. 

“Tt’s like a second book,” Merrill says, noting that the 
additional content fills holes from the previous edition. 
“I never really got to the last 20 years of the 20th 
century.” This is why women were left out 10 years ago, 
Merrill points out, explaining that they only came of 
age and began popping up in galleries during the late 
1970s and 1980s. “They weren’t encouraged in the ’40s 
and ’50s to make,” he says. “Their stuff was not in the 


secondary market.” It came to auction houses later. 

The new chapter about female makers, written 
by New York Times writer Eve Kahn, looks at the 
women’s studio furniture movement, covering a 
dozen artisans working from the late 1970s to 2000. 
Profiles of women such as Judy Kensley McKie, Wendy 
Maruyama, Kristina Madsen, Bertha Schaefer,-Willa 
Kim, Joyce Anderson, Erica Wilson, Mira Nakashima 
and Roseanne Somerson, among others, are featured 
alongside photographs of their inspired creations. 

“I'm unbelievably happy to have it in the book,” 
Merrill says of the Women Makers chapter. “It’s such 
an integral part of the story.”

The Showrooms section, written by Roberta 
Maneker and loaded with images and advertising 
from the period, chronicles what Merrill calls 
a “lost era” of department store furniture and 
their elaborately designed displays. “It was very 
theatrical, creative,” he says. “Understanding the 
marketing and sales of furniture in the 20th 
century is important to understanding what is 
bespoke, craft or manufactured.” 

Just as the first edition of Modern Americana 
cemented the names and work of many great 
makers into history and launched a more 
academic exploration of the period, the new book 
should help bring its latest subjects to the fore. 

“They had been forgotten,” Merrill says of 
featured artists such as Karl Springer, a genius 
New York furniture maker who drew high prices 
during his time, but then died of AIDS in 1991. 
“By 2005, nobody knew who he was because 
nothing was written about him—now there 

is,” Merrill says. And as one good work begets 
another, and another, individual makers profiled 
in Modern Americana have since been featured in 
their own books, creating a more vibrant and robust 
understanding of this magic moment in time. 

For his part, Merrill still sells iconic vintage 
furniture, but he’s more focused on working with 
talented contemporary makers—some of them world 
famous, and others brought up from virtual obscurity— 
through his Todd Merrill Studio spaces in Manhattan 
and Southampton. He’s currently at work on a brand 
new book about major 2ist century makers, which 
should be out by late 2019 or early 2020. f@
